BY THE OLD TIMER 
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From Mrs, Olen Partridge, 
Leesburg, Florida: I remember 
the old spinning wheel. My 
mother made all our clothes. We 
sat by the fireside at night and 
picked seeds from the cotton by 
hand for spinning. 

I remember the green coffee 
beans mother roasted on the fire- 
place and ground in the coffee 
mill on the wall. Mother cooked 
on the fireplace, using iron pots, 
with lids. She raised gourds and 
cleaned them well to keep milk 
in. Father raised all our meat 
and vegetables and made plenty 
of syrup. 

Every fall, several families 
made up a covered wagon ex- 
pedition and went to the coast 
for a barrel of mullet.

ADEQUATE DIET 


A calorie is a measure 
of food energy. Carbohy- 
drates are sugars, starch- 
es, celluloses and gums, 
They provide energy, Pro- 
teins are made up of 
simpler nitrogen contain- 
ing substances called 
amino acids, They provide 
energy and the material 
for growth and repair of 
tissues. One authority said 
if there were any one 
“secret of life,’’ protein 
might be considered to he 
at the heart of it, since 
protein is the essential 
stuff of which all living 
tissue is made. About 
eighteen per cent of the 
human body consists of 
protein, Hair, nails, skin 
and muscle tissue consist 
almost entirely of protein 
and water. Fats, made up 
of simpler material called 
fatty acids, provide energy 
and are more slowly u- 
tilized, 

While proteins can he 
a source of fuel for main- 
taining body temperature 
and for muscular work, 
fats and carbohydrates are 
the natural fuel foodstuffs. 

To maintain an even bal- 
ance, the body requires 
carbohydrates, fats and 
proteins, plus certain min- 
erals, vitamins and water. 
The intake of food can vary 
depending on occupation, 
For example, a worker in 
an office who does not have 
a great deal of exercise 
requires fewer calories 
than does the laborer or 
farmer whose daily activi- 
ties demand more energy. 

Nutrition experts agree 
that from 2,000 to 3,500 
calories should be taken 
into the body each day to 
maintain a normal body 
balance as shown by acon- 
stant weight, 

There are certain foods 
which have been designated 
“‘must’’? foods and which, 
if taken daily in adequate 
amounts, give the recom- 
mended number of calo- 
ries, minerals and vita- 
mins to the human system, 
These ‘‘must’’ foods are 
milk, eggs, meat, fruit, po- 
tat..__, vegetables, whole 
grain cereals and bread, 
and butter or reinforced 
margarine,

RAISONS 

Raisins are always good 
to eat by themselves as 
well as using them in pies, 
salads, and desserts. Be- 
cause of their high sugar 
concentration and low 
moisture content, raisins 
do keep well. To keep them 
moist and soft, store them 
in a tightly covered con- 
tainer and just leave them 
at room temperature, Of 
course, if the weather is 
hot, keep them in a re- 
frigerator toprevent mold- 
ing. 


PERENNIALS 

Now is the time when 
the dead and diseased 
leaves of day lilies, irises 
and other perennials should 
be removed and destroyed. 
You will need to clip back 
the tops of the plants and 
then treat the stubble tops 
with a fungicide such as 
captan, phaltan, manzate, 
or zineb. Allowing any dead 
or diseased parts to re- 
main in the garden during 
the winter will re-infest 
the new growth as it de- 
velops next spring. 


SALADS
